MONTREAL, Sept. 19.— After a lengthened 
illness Sir Aloxander Tilloch Gilt, G. C. 
M. G. died this morning at .'i;30 o'clock at 
his home on Mountain street. Awaro of 
tho approaching end, all the family were 
present with the exception of one daughter, 
Mrs. Arthur Sprigett. Tho sufferer was 
perfectly conscious until tho last and passed 
away apparently without pain. The funer- 
al will be on Thursday afternoon at 3 p. m., 
Rev. Dr. Potts of Toronto officiating. 
There will ho a short service at the house 
and afterwards at the family gravo in 
Mount Royal Cemetery where the mortal 
remains of tho distinguished dead will bo 
laid at rest.) 

Sir A. T. Gait was born at Chelsea, Eng- 
land, Sept. 0, 1817, and came to Canada in 
1833 in tho service of tho British and Am- 
erican Lund Company in whoso interests ho 
worked as commissioner until 1856. In 
1849 ho was elected to Parliament and was 
a member of tho Crown in Sir Georgo E, Car- 
tier's government from August 1858 to May 
18(12. After confederation in which he was 
one of tho prime movers, he was Minister of 
Finance until 1807 when he retired for pri- 
vate reasons. He was created a G.C.M.G. 
in 1878 and in 18S0 was appointed High 
Commissioner for Canada and a dolcgato to 
the International Monetary conforenco at 
Paris in 1881, having in the meantinio 
served the Dominion in several important 
positions. He resigned the High Commis- 
sionersliip in 1883 and returned to Canada 
whero he remained until his death, always 
being closely allied with tho most important 
projects, financial and commercial, which 
had in view tho advancement and progress 
of his adopted country.

Tho Legislature is to meet in 
February. Hamilton and Toronto will bo 
granted additional members.

Tokonto, Sopt. 19 —The receipts of tho

— Tho World to- 
morrow will say: "Never before in tho 
history of sugar refining in this country has 
thero been so great a product from the 
various refineries as is being turned out at 
tho present time. All tho works under tho 
control of the Sugar Trust, which is another 
way of saying that all tho works in tho 
country are working full time and over 
time, by night as well as by day. In Lioston, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Jersey City, New 
York and Williamsburg, all tho euormous 
concerns whoso maohiuery, a few weeks 
ago, was cither stopped altogether, or run- 
ning so languidly us barely to be in motion 
aro now hamming with tho full forco of all 
their productive capacity. Tho like was 
never known beforo. Vet with all this 
tremendous expenditure of energy, tho 
supply is inadequate to tho demand. For 
threo weeks tho refiners havo been com- 
pletely snowed up with orders.

Armour's Hen (Jo Out— Probability of an Ex- 
tensive Movement. 

Kansas City, Sept. 19.— Fifty butchers 
at Armour's packing houso struck this aftor- 
noon because several non-union mon from 
Chicago were employed. Tho remaining 
twonty-fivo butchers will continue work un- 
til the present Btoek of beeves is exhausted, 
when it is probable they will also strike. 
If they do so they will throw nearly 2,000 
persons out of employment. The strike 
may extend to other packing houses. 

ANGLICAN ARCHBISHOPS. 

The Synod Sitting In Toronto Elevate Bish- 
ops Lewis and Mitcliray. 

Toronto, Sept. 19. — (Special).— Tho 
House of IHshops of tho Synod of tho Church 
of England in Canada, to-day, elected Bishop 
Machray, of Rupert's Land, Primato of 
Canada and Metropolitan of tho Province of 
Rupert's Land. It was decided that both 
ho and Bishop Lewis, tho Eastern Metro- 
politan, should be created Archbishops, in 
which decision tho Lower House concurred. 
This is the first instance of the creation of 
Anglican Archbishops in Canada. 

FAMILY MURDERS. 

An Austrian and His Wife Arrested for 
Poisoning Their Four Children. 

BERLIN, Sept. 19. — An Austrian, named 
Humm, and his wife, residing in Gottin- 
gen, have been arrested for having poisoned 
their four children and Mrs. Humm's 
father. All five victims died very sud- 
denly, without having suffered from illness 
until a few hours boforo death. All the 
tomachs wero analyzed, and the remains of 
heavy doses of poison were found in them. 
Humm and his wife were looked up, but as 
yet havo said nothing to throw light upon 
the motive of the murder. 



RAILWAY COLLISION. 

-The Fatalities Will Probably Reach Four- 
teen. 

Chicago, Sept. 19.— Nino persons were 
killed and twenty injured last night in tho 
fearfu^rear end collision between two sec- 
tions of tho Big Four, near Manteno, Illi- 
nois Central railway. The wreck was the 
worst that has occurred on the Illinois Cen- 
tral system in two.years. Several of the 
injured are beyond recovery, and it is prob- 
ablo that tho list of fatalities will bo Bwelled 
to 14.

THE BLOCKADE OF RIO. 

British Warships Will Land or Disembark 
Passengers— Telegraph Restrictions 
Removed. 

London, Sept. 19. — It was stated to-day 
by Sir Edward Grey, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Foreign Office, who was replying 
to questions on tho subject asked in tho 
House of Commons, that while tho rebel 
fleet continuos tho blockade of Rio Janeiro 
mails and passengers for or from British 
vessels would be embarked and disembark- 
ed at that port by tho British warships 
thero. 

New YoRK, Sept. 19. — Tho cable com- 
panies, this afternoon, sent out tho follow- 
ing notices. The Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany has just received the following from 
Rio : "Tho Government has removed the 
restrictions on tho telegraph, which must 
all be in plain language and not referring in 
any way to tho political events in Brazil." 

Paris, Sept.jJ 19.— Senor B. Gunibar, 
Brazilian delegate, denies tho truth of the 
report that President Peixota hae fled. He 
is still in Rio, tho delegate says, und pro- 
poses remaining thero. Tho heudquartors 
of tho army aro now at Santa Ana, close 
to the Itamarati palace. 

STIUKE COLLAPSING. 



Tradesmen Refuse to Accept the Cou- 
pons of the Miners' 
Association. 



The Dispute Likely to Come to an 
End for Lack of 
Support 



London, Sept. 19 — Thero is further evi- 
dence that the great strike of coal miners 
that was inaugurated on July 28th, is 
doomed to ignominious failure and that the 
mon will bo compelled to return to work at 
the master's terms. Tho funds of tho 
Derbyshire Miners' Union have boon com- 
pletely exhausted by tho continued demands 

pon them and the miners who have hereto- 

ire drawn Btriko pay from tho Union are 
thrown upon their own resources to secure 
the absolute necessaries of life. Ono of tho 
means expected to aid tho strikers was the 
issue by the various Miners' associations of 
coupons which, for a time, wero accepted by 
tradesmen in exchango for goods or, if tho 
holder so desired, tradesmen would give 
cash for them. Tho tradesmen, however, 
now refuse to uccept the coupons under any 
circumstances. This is, of course, a severe 
blow to tho strikers, and with starvation 
staring them in tho face, together with the 
nearness of cold weather, it is believed that 
tho collapse of tho strike is only a question 

f a fow days. There are already signs of 
tho willingness of some of tho men to return 

o work, and theso indications are moro pro- 
nounced among tho miners having families 
dependent upon them for support. 

Thousands of tho striking miners resumed 
work to-day in Derbyshire, Lancashire, and 
Nottingham, under the old conditions as to 
wages and hours. In Cumberland also the 
strikers aro returning to work. All tho 
Whitehaven miners went back to day after 
the employors had promised that a parlia- 
mentary inquiry would bo mado into the 
dispute over wages.

"MUST GO!" 

An American Home Ruler Pronounces the 
Doom of the House of LordB. 

Chicago, Sept. 19.— Acknowledging the 
receipt of a copy of a manifesto issued by 
the National Liberal Federation of Great 
Britain, having relation to the rejection of 
the Home Rule bill by tho House of Lords, 
and the effect thereof upon the political his- 
tory of the country, Henry M. Hunt, whose 
name has been prominent in newspaper 
circles of thtB country for many years, has 
addressed a forcible letter to the organiza- 
tion in question. In it ho Bays : " As the 
president of the first Home Rule Association 
brought into existence in England proper, 
which held] its inaugural meeting in Bristol 
in 1870, as an associate and colleague of 
Isaao Butt, the father of Home Rule propa- 
ganda in his campaign throughout the 
United Kingdom, and as one of the original 
advocates of the abolition of the House of 
Lords, as will appear from my address de- 
livered at the Broad Mead in Bristol in 
1869, I join you, although a naturalized 
citizen of the United States, in cordial ac- 
quiescence with your manifesto of this dato. 
The views and ideas that you now enunciate 
differ in no mat.eriul degree from those that 
we successors of the small fraternity of sur- 
viving Chartists endeavored to impress upon 
our fellow countrymen within a few months 
of a quarter of a century ago. Time has 
proved that our watchword of that day, 
" Tho Lords must go," remains as true as 
ever, and that tho plundering and 
blundering of Toryism is as rampant 
in this generation as it was in the days 
of its late lamented leader. Speaking only 
for myself, and yet gauging the sentiments 
of native Americans as well as of tho Irish- 
Americ in element of tho United States, I 
feel justified in Baying that tho manifesto 
you have just issued appeals to the fellow- 
feeling of the residents of the entire North 
American continent, and that English and 
Irish, Germans and Scandinavians, Italians 
and Poles, and all other of the nationalities 
that go to make up the sixty-five millions of 
population of this continent will hail with 
satisfaction the final consummation of tho 
efforts of the ' Grand Old Man ' to secure, as 
the end of his life work, autonomy for the 
Emerald IbIo."

Nashville, Tenn., Sopt. 19.— With sim- 
ple but solemn ceremonies, the remains of 
J. Knox Polk, tenth president of the United 
States and those of his wife Mrs. 
Surah Childors Polk, wero to-day 
removed from the tomb at Polk 
place, the old family resting placo in this 
city, to a picturesque spot on tho State Cap- 
ital grounds and there re-interred. At Polk 
place and capital hill the ceremonicB 
were very impressive and the occasion was 
observed with duo honor and respect by 
tho state, the city, tho church and tho 
public.

— Progressive March of Hie j 
Party. 



On Tuesday last, tho 12th instant, Sir 
John Thompson waa given an enthuaiastio 
rocoption at Montreal, wboro addressing an 
audionco of thousands ho delivered the 
following Bpeoch, which ia hero roproducod 
from tho verbatim report in the Montroal 
' Gazotto: 

Mr. President, ladies and goutlemon: — 
I Bhould liko very muoh to fulfil the prom- 
ise mado on my behalf in aomo of tho 
nowspapers that 1 would address you to 
niqht in both languages, I am reminded of 
tho criticism, and I am afraid I would fall 
Bubjeot to it, which ono of my friends in 
Parliament onoo mado about ono of tho 
Speakers of our Houao of Commons, who 
had for his mother tongue tho language I 
speak, but who attempted to repeat tho 
prayer of the Savioui in French. Ono of 
my colleagues asked ono of tho deputies 
from tho provinoo of Quoboo— tho gentleman 
to whom I refer — how our fiiend, the 
Spoakor, got on with his Trench, and the 
answer was that perhaps tho Almighty 
understood, but for his part, ho could not, 
(Laughter.) If I am to apeak to you to 
night in response to this great domonstra 
tion, 1 must Bpeak iu tho language 
which comes to tho lips from tho fullness of 
tho heart, and for this great welcome, too 
groat, l am sure, for tho convenience of tho 
liatoners, I thank you from tho bottom of my 
heart. (Applause.) I will do tho best I 
can, however, to make myaelf heard by this 
great assembly, and all I shall ask you is 
that you will have, under tho circumstau 
ccs, as much patience as you can in order 
that 1 may the bettor do my part this 
afternoon. (Applause.) 

THE BEHRING SKA ARBITRATION. 

Allusion was made in the address pre- 
sented to mo this eveniug, a very kind and 
Uattering allusion, to the proceedings con- 
nected with the great arbitration which has 
just been terminated in Paris, That arbi- 
tration does not necessarily belong to politi- 
cal discussions, and I am hero to night for 
discussions of that kind, but I have no 
choico in tho matter, as regards the delicacy 
or taste of alluding to it, because tho loader 
of the Opposition has undertaken to make 
some criticisms on chat subject, to which, 
in solf-defenco and in common justice to 
you and to myaelf, I feel bound to reply. 
Strange to say that gentleman haa mado tho 
statement that ho is unable to see why I 
have adviBed my fellow countrymen to be 
satisfied with tho result. Ho has declared 
that at every stage of tho proceedings the 
counael and tho arbitrator representing 
Canada met with rebuff after rebuff, that 
their ropreaentations wero ignored or de- 
nied, and that we assumed the role of tho 
one described in Scripture, who being smit- 
ten on the one cheek, turned the other. 
There is this great apology to bo mado for 
the gontreman who made this criticism, and 
it is but charitable that I ahouid make it 
for him before making my reply, that his 
speech Bhowed ho knew absolutely nothing 
about the subject and had not oven road the 
award. (Applause and laughter.) 

THE FACTS OK THE CASE. 

I will explain to you briefly what tho con- 
tentions btforo that great tribunal wero. In 
the first place, tho Cnited States claimed 
practically the right to oloBe Behring Sea 
against the world. Their contention would 
have closed that great sea, as regards tho 
seal fisheries therein, to the commerce, not 
only of Canada, but of the entire world out- 
eido the Uuited States. That claim was 
founded upon pretensions which had been 
made by Russia over 170 years ago, and 
which had beon, more or less, in contro- 
versy ever Biuce. And one of tho most im- 
portant problems presented for the decision 
of that tribunal wa8 whether tho preten- 
sions of Russia, to which the United States 
had succeeded, were well founded in inter- 
national law or not ; and, apart from that, 
let mo tell you, ladies and gentlemen, that 
the contentions of the Unitod States were 
that no nation, no seaman of any other coun- 
try, had the right to pursue tho seals in any 
part of the Pacific ocean, even outside 
Behring Sea. That pretension, so far as 
the industry of pelagic sealing was con- 
cerned, would have closed three thousand 
square miles of the Pacific ocean against 
tho British flag, which our vessels bear. 

can-ada's victory. 

What was the decision of tho arbitrators 
on that enormuus question ? Is it true that 
tho contentions of Canada wero found bo 
unsound that tho arbitrators unanimously 
decided against them, and gavo our counsel 
and arbitrators the rebuff which, according 
to Mr. Laurier, invited ua to turn tho othor 
cheek? The absolute contrary is tho ouoe, 
and by tho almost unanimous decision of 
that tribunal tho contentions which Canada 
hud for fivo years been putting forward 
wero sustained as well founded iu interna- 
tional law. (Enthusiastic applause.) 

Why, while those contentions had beon 
undecidod, no losa than loventeen vessels 
mannod by Canudiau fishermen had been ar- 
reated on tho high seas, their seamen hud 
been sont to prison, tl e vessels themselves 
confiscated, and somo of them aro lying rot- 
tiug upon the Pacific Coast to day; and tho 
flag of Great Britain was powerless to pro- 
toct our people who woro engaged in tho 
industry of hunting the seal. But wo have 
now, however, the great aatisfactionof know- 
ing that by the decision of that tribunal our 
flag is placed once moro upon tho 
seas, and no powers in tho world can arrest 
tho Canadian fisherman engaged in hia law- 
ful calling and pursuit. (Renewed ap- 
plause.) It became tho duty of tho arbitra- 
tors, after having Bottled tho quoBtion of 
right, to determine what regulations were 
necessary to protect tho seal races from ex- 
termination, and tho regulations decided 
upon in pursuance of that duty were, in my 
humblo judgment, moro sovoro and less 
adapted to their purposes than might have 
been devised ; but they wero not ull of the 
character which Mr. Laurier has aseribod to 
thorn, and so far from being so much dissat- 
isfied with them, aa Mr. Laurier Booms to 
think wo ahouid bo, I say, with regard to 
tho wholo decision, although not with re- 
gard to that part of it, wo havo good reason 
to bo satisfied that the arbitration decided 
tho principlea in controversy upon Bound 
rules of international law, and the regula- 
tions which they applied will, when wo 
como to work under them, bo found by both 
countries capablo of improvement (Hear, 
hear and applause.) I am satisfied with tho 
result, even ail regarda the regulationa, be- 
causo we havo done so much better than 
mijiht haveboen feared, hut amnotaosatiafied 
as to Bay we ought nnt to put forth an effort 
to improve thorn. (Hoar, hoar.) 

THERE is no discrimination. 

It has been ropresoutcd, furthermore, that 



tho moat extreme discrimination has been 
mado by that tribunal between the rights of 
Canadian and of American fishermen. It 
has been said that every country, by inter- 
national law, has three mileB_of_ its ocean 
coast under its territorial jurisdiction, and 
that, in the case of tho Amorioans,_ they 
havo succeeded in getting an extension of 
that to sixty miles. Nothing could bo moro 
untrue than that criticism. No such exton- 
aion haa boon mado with regard tn tho 
Amorican coast, oxcopt in the caso of tho 
two iBlandB on which tho soala bring forth 
their young ; and iu regard to theos ialanda 
tho sixty miles' belt ia not an extension of 
the threo miles' jurisdiction in regard only 
to outaido countries, but is an absoluto ex- 
tension even as regards the Uuited States 
themselves. For within tho waters of that 
zono of sixty miles neither tho Government 
of tho Uuited States nor tho United States 
people can kill a seal any moro than can the 
Government of Canada or the Canadiauifish- 
erman. (Applause.) And lot mo toll you j 
that tho regulationa which restrict tho Can- 
adian aoaler apply overy ono of them to tho 
United States fiahormeu aa well. When we 
talk about tho pelagic aoalor and tho aoal 
hunter upon tho ocean, wo aro apt to aup- 
poso, as I suppoao tho gentleman who made 
theso ohildiah criticisms supposed, that this 
business haa been conducted by Canadiaus 
only. But you will be surprised whon I tell 
you that two-fifths of the entire sealing fleet 
on tho Pacific ocean is composed of Uuited 
States vessela, to overy ono of which all 
those regulationa apply ua well aa thoy do to 
ours. 

A TRIBUTE TO HIS PREDECESSORS. 

Allusion has been made iu this address to 
tho fact that it i3 my privilege to appear 
before you for tho first time in my capacity 
us leader of tho Canadian Government. I 
am exceedingly pleased that such being tho 
case I ahouid havo so many citizens of Mon- 
treal to meot mo hero to-night. But I foel 
it to be my first duty to Canada in appear- 
ing before you, aud abuvo all, my first duty 
to the people of this groat city, to expro^a 
my heartfelt regret at tho great calamity 
which haa reBulted in my being callod to 
this high office — tho calamity I moan by 
which this great country, after its bereave- 
ment by tho death of tho great Conservative 
chieftain, Sir John Macdonald, lost tho 
services of so true a patriot, ao wise a states- 
man, as Sir John J. C. Abbott. (Applause.) 
It was my privilege to aervo undor Sir John 
Abbott, and I was proud to serve under a 
man so disinterested, so devoted to tho 
interests of thia country— than whom a 
more capablo statesman it would bo impos- 
sible to find upon this continent, and diffi- 
cult indeed to find anywhere else. (Ap- 
plause.) Tho duty of the hour has called 
mo to tho great trust which devolves upon 
tho First Minister iu thia Dominion, and I 
take that trust in hand with all deference, 
bearing in mind tho great men of both 
political parties who have preceded me in 
that high offico. Great duties and 
great burdens have fallen upon tho 
Prime Ministers of Canada in tho past who 
have been, according to tho light that was 
given them, and it was great indeed, true 
servants of their country, and patriotic 
men. I venture to express tho hope, as tho 
highest ambition I can have, that I should 
bo worthy, at least in effort, at least in dis- 
interestedness, and at least in earnestness 
and zeal and purpose, of theao great men 

BUT IT IS MY DUTY 

to'fulfill what I know ia your oxpeotation of 
mo to-night, and that is that I should dis 
cuss to somo extent, as woll us tho limits of 
thia vast audience will allow, the political 
principles upon which tho Cabinet intends 
to proceed; for thero can bo nothing better 
for the political interests of tho country 
than that in all the centres of population in 
which an audienco can be gathered, the 
ministers who serve them, or the Opposition 
who oppose thoso ministers should bo heard 
to discuss these queetiona from time to time 

A CONVENTION NOT NEEDED. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I como before you 
to atate the policy of the Liborai-Conserva 
tivo Govornment of to-day without tho 
sanction of a convention of tho party. Let 
mo tell you why. We do not need u con- 
vention, because wo stand on the old prin- 
ciples upon which the Liboral-Consorvalivo 
party has been carried on in tho pist, and 
by which wo think Canada has been mado 
tho groat country she is to-day. You know 
that our opponents hold a great convention 
in the city of Ottawa a littlo moro than two 
months ago. Fifteen hundred men marched 
from tho sea, as ono of their speakers ox- 
pressed it (laughter), marched from the sea 
upon Ottawa. They saw tho buildings, 
they saw tho offices, and they were unani- 
mous in coming to one genoral rofiolution 
to put us out of office. (Laugh- 
ter.) Thoro wero somo other mat- 
ters about which they sgreod ; thore wero 
many other matters, and very important 
matters, on which thoy disagreed and 
which they, therefore, decided wisely to let 
alone ; but thero was no dissenting opinion 
as to tho propoeal that wo should bo put 
out and that they should bo put in. Ono of 
them was shrewd enough to propose that 
now they had como ao far and ussembled in 
such numbers and the prospeet was so good, 
thoy had better choose thoir seats in the 
House of Commons at once, and there was 
great applause, laughter and cheers. But a 
wiser man still came in with a suggestion, 
which chilled every heart in that great 
assembly, and that was tho proposal that 
they had better wait until they got elected. 
(Laughter.) They had great need of a 
convention because they wero a party about 
to change their platform. They had done 
it very often before Wo had seen them 
going to the country with even greater con- 
fidence than thoy expressed iu Ottawa in 
convention, on other platforms altogether. 
Thoy had declared for continental free 
trade. They then had a plutform of com 
moroial union, and only nine or ten months 
ago their loader declared that on unrestrict- 
ed reciprocity they would livo or dio. Other 
things they might havo changed their 
minds about; othor things khey might havo 
been mistaken about, but certain and 
dead sure wero they on tho question of 
umesUictod reciprocity. (Laughter and 
cheers.) Thoy fulfilled the old saying, that 
thoro is nothing a man is bo apt to bo mis- 
taken about aa tho thing of which ho ia 
dead sure ; and before tho year went round, 
and undor wiser counsels, they framed u 
platform, in which you do not seo tho namo 
unrestricted reciprocity. They havo como 
to tho conclusion to which their loader, an 
ho said himself, has arrived, that that 
policy should bo quietly dropped. But 
thoy needed a convention, and thoy havo 
had ono, with such results as I have 
described. 

STAND BY THE OLD PRINCIPLES. 

Wo come beforo you to-night to declare 
that we Bland by tho principles on which 
tho Conuorvativo party has stood beforo 
tho people for tho last fifteen years. 
(Loud cheers.) You know that tho policy 
was adopted at a timo of great trial and 
great necessity in this country. It was 
adopted with hopes, with expectations, 
some of which, I admit, hivo beon unful- 
filled ; but, on tho whole, it haa dono so 
woll for Canada, that even our opponents 
to-day began tho deliberations of thoir 
convention by an oloquont description of 
how groat Cunuda has become, and how 
Continued on Third Page.

great is the duty of any political party to 
conserve the greatness whioh Canada hua 
achieved, and the greatness which Canada 
hat yet to achieve. Wo admit that some of 
the hopeB that were entertained respecting 
the results of that policy have not been en- 
tirely fulfilled. Wo admit that the circum- 
stances of the country have greatly changed 
under tho fostering care of the policy which 
wo so established. Wo admit that changes 
in tho character of tho couutry have bo- 
eomo neco»sary by thoso changed circum- 
stances. Values have changed, the volume 
of commerce has greatly changed, the move- 
ment of population within our own country 
has made a difference, and for a hundred 
reasons 

A COMPLETE AND CAREFUL REVISION 01' THE 
TARIFF 

has become necessary, and it has beon 
adopted ua part of tho policy of the Gov- 
ernment of which I have the honor to bo 
tho heud. (Loud cheers.) Our opponents 
have this policy in common with us. But 
there is tins distinction between us; they 
admit the grc itness of the interests involved 
in any rearrangement of tho tariff; so do 
we. They admit the necessity of changes 
in consequence of the altered circumstances 
of tho country ; so do we. But they pro- 
poso to mako that change, despitn the mag- 
nitude of tho interests involved, without, 
any inquiry as to what thoso interests are, 
or as to what are to bo tho effects ; while wo 
havo proposed to Parliament to mako the 
necessary changes after most careful and 
minute inquiry into every interest' in the 
country wnich can bo reached by the search 
of ministers who are interested in those 
questions, which they havo in charge. That 
practicully is the difference between the two 
policies with respect to tho tariff. Wo 
think, while wo admit that our policy in the 
past has not dono all wo hoped for, that it 
has achioved Very great results for Canada. 
(Loud cheers. ) We think it has increased 
immensely the volume of Canadian trade 
both as regards our exports and imports. 
We think it has succeeded in a marvellous 
degree in developing the interests of Canada 
in every part of Canada and the interests of 
every class of the working community. We 
think it has been marvellously successful in 
establishing public works all over this coun- 
try, of which any country in tho world 
might be proud, and which havo made 
Canoda envied by other nations. We think, 
and we know, that it has been tho means of 

INCREASING INTER-I'ROVINCIAL TRADE. 

— (cheers) — of giving tho homo market to 
our people, to tho industrial classes of diff- 
erent sections of tho country, and thereby 
creating a greater Bentiment in favor of 
union botwoen tho different provinces of 
this great Confederation. (Loud cheers.) 
We have not been able to congratulate our- 
selves that it has kept all our people in the 
country. Our opponents go about magnify- 
ing the exodus and laying all tho blamo on 
the National policy. I should like to ask 
you, whioh of them ovor did by speech or 
proposal or measure do anything to keep 
those people in the country or to ameliorate 
their condition. We claim in that regard 
that we have done all that lay in the power 
of a Government to do; that tho fostering 
care which built up our industries has added 
within the last ten years alone 112,000 
workingmen to the pay rolls of our factories 
and other industries of this country.; that it 
has added upwards of §40,000,000 per an- 
num to the wages paid to the working peo- 
plo, and yet every time one of our people 
leaves Canada and goes to the United States 
or elsewhere it is claimed that it is this 
wretched tariff which has driven them out. 
(Laughter and cheers). Under that policy 
to-day, in the mines, in the workshops, in 
the fisheries, thero are upward of 300,000 
Canadian workingmen employed. Tho vol- 
ume of wages which is paid to them per 
annum is something enormous. I do not 
remember the figures at the moment, but it 
is something in tho millions. 

SOME PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

Let mo ask two questions 1 Is it honor- 
able or reasonable that it Bhould bo laid to 
the charge of a policy, which has done so 
much for Canada, thut men should still bo 
anxious to leave this counT.y to better their 
condition abroad as, in fact, they have 
always done since these provinces were 
established; and lat me ask further if this 
country would be any better off if there 
would be any more people in it, if any more 
people would stay at home, if you wero to 
crush out those industries and leavo tho 
working-men without bread * That is prac- 
tically what it would come to. When they 
tell you that the tariff is to blnme for people 
going out of the country, they are at tho 
same time unable to put their finger on a 
lino of the tariff policy of the country as 
their justification, and they are unable to 
uphold their position by reference to the 
taxation which any citizen of this country 
pays, and every man and woman should 
know that when our opponents talk thus 
and advocate a policy by which they would 
seek to wreck those industries and drive out 
working-men to tho United States, to assist 
in carrying on manufacturing there for tho 
people of Canada and earn the wages of the 
United States manufacturers, they are advo- 
cating a policy that would add tenfold to 
the evils from which the country is suffer- 
ing to-day, At the time when the great 
Liberal convention was held in the city of 
Ottawa, 

A CURIOUS OBJECT LESSON, 

which was referred to in the address pre- 
sented to mo to-night, was given to public 
view by the state of alfairs in the neighbor- 
ing couutry. Those gentlemen had marched 
east and west to Ottawa for tho purpose of 
making publio all the evils from which 
Canada was suffering, and for the purpose 
of laying them to tlic churgo of the tariff, 
tho National policy, and the Liberal-Con- 
servative Government. They wero prepared 
to show that all Canada needed woo tho 
great market which the United States was 
said to present to us. They wero prepared 
to show how much superior and better the 
people of tho United States were than the 
people of Canada, when suddenly a cyclone 
struck tho United States, which in all 
probability caused the platform of that con- 
vention to bo mado of very different 
material from what was expected. You 
know, without my going into the matter at 
great length, what tho condition of alfuirs 
was for a time in that great country lying 
alongside of ua, a country to which it has 
beon said our people, had been obliged to 
flee. They were obliged to fly from this 
country es a country suffering from a policy 
which Sir Richard Cartwright described to 
bo worBo than war, pestilenco and famine 
put together, to this great paradiso to tho 
south of us ; but at tho time that conven- 
tion assembled our Canadian farmers v/cro 
struggling along, uuder adverse circum- 
stances it is true, but under better circum- 
stances than existed for tho same class in 
Great Britain, in France, in Germany, in 
the United States, in foot in any other 
country in tho world, for other classes wero 
completely paralysed by tho disaster 
which fell on business circles there. 
While our industries were going 
on in Canada and our workingmen had a 
fair chanco of employment, cis fair a chauce 
as ovor before, tho idlo and breadless 
workingmen of tho United States wero 



boing fed in the streets and in tho publio 
pirka of the great cities of that country. 
While ono bank for 230.000 failed in the 
United States, Canada lost only one bank 
for 5,000.000 of its people. Every man 
who raistd his voice in the Liberal conven- 
tion to talk about the exodus proclaimed 
that tho opportunities offered by Canada 
wero not sufficient to retain her people, and 
that, tho people of this country wero ileein? 
from it in largor^numbers than they would 
havo done if, according to Sir Richard 
Cartwright, it had been smitten by war, 
pestilenco and famine. Everyone who re- 
flects will know that tho condition of every 
class in this country, under thoso circum- 
stances, was hotter than anywhere elso in 
the world. Everyone knows that tho social 
and commercial life of the people, the com- 
fort of their homes, their abstention from 
crime and outrage.their obedionoo to order 
and to law, their respect for religion and 
authority, wero a hundred-fold better— in 
this beloved country of ours— than in that 
boasted land from whioh these gentlemen 
sought to take their policy. Under theso 
circumstances thero appeared nothing about 
continental free trade, commercial union or 
unrestricted reciprocity. They denounced 
tho tiriff-tlioy donounced the Govern- 
ment. They said they wanted some 
change in the tariff, although they wero not 
satisfied what it was they wanted; and 
they finally parted with a stirring resolu- 
tion, not only to put us out of office, but to 
go about this country from end to end 
declaring that every evil which men suffer 
and a country can endure is the fault of 
tho Government and its fiscal policy. That 
is the task to which they have devoted 
themselves over sinco. It is a task in 
which they have 

NEITHER REASON NOR ARGUMENT 

to assist them ; but they have none tho less 
the warm determination to got themselves 
into oliico and to put us out. That deter- 
mination makes up for the want of all tho 
other necessary details. But I think that 
when they returned to their homes, when 
they reflected ou the greatness of Canada, 
as it had beon well preached to them by Sir 
Oliver Mowut, and when they reflected on 
tho condition of things in other countries, 
theso gentlemen came to a state of mind 
which must havo recalled to Mr. Laurter's 
memory tho anecdote ho related at tho very 
'first meeting he held to propaguto tho 
gospel of the convention. He then told a 
story about two young men who had been 
drinking a little too much of something a 
little stronger than water, aud who, under 
the resolution and with the courage of tho 
stimulant had robbed tho parish priest's 
garden of what they supposed, in tho ex- 
citement of the evening, to bo very fine 
melons. They had, however, a suspicion — 
a slight suspicion — all along that tho melons 
were rather tasteless ; and going over the 
field next morning, and looking at tho rinds 
strewn on the ground, thoy found that 
although they had been luxuriating freely 
on tho priest's preserves, thoy had been eat- 
ing pumpkins and not melons. Mr. Laurier, 
in describing the condition and the reflec- 
tions of these individuals, was portraying in 
tho best colors he could tho condition of 
those delegates who had como to tho Liberal 
convention, and who after feasting as thoy 
supposed on Mr. Laurier's watermelons for 
threo dayB, found on reflection when thoy 
got home that thoy had been instoad cheat- 
ed with pumpkins. (Laughter) 

WHAT THE FARMERS WILL SEE. 

Now, these people are going about the 
country declaring that tho farmers are a 
moat depressed and down-trodden class, 
who would have better prices for their vege- 
tables and who would get bettor prices for 
their furms if it wero not. for this Conserva- 
tive Government. They aro going about 
preaching that all the. farmers have to do is 
to combine to put tho Conservative Govern- 
ment out and destroy every vestigo of pro- 
tection in tho tariff and then everybody 
will be happy and rich. But every intelli- 
gent and thinking farmer will find out, be- 
fore he conies to cast his vote, that all this 
is idle wind and chuff. He will see that in 
free trude England, where there is not a 
vestigo of .protection in the tariff, tho agri- 
cultural interest is so depressed, that if you 
speak to a thoughtful, well-informed Eng- 
lishman about tho condition of the farming 
community there, ho will tell you without 
hesitation that their condition is such that 
no man can tell how they are to get along 
oven through the near future. Then, if the 
Canadian farmer will cross to tho United 
States, as delegates from Leeds lately did, 
he will find there even a greater depression 
in the prices of products and of lands. The 
reasons are open for him to see. It is not 
that tho farmer is being plundered to the 
advantage of tho artizanj it is not that ho is 
being taxed for the benefit of tho manufac- 
turer; it is not that burdens are laid upon 
him for the purpose of supplying working- 
men with bread in the mines and factories 
of this country; but tho depression is duo to 
a change in the condition of things which 
has been going on the world ovor, 
and the change is an absolute ono in tho 
United States and this country us regards 
agriculture. How could anyone Bupposo 
that farm land in tho old provinces and 
stutos would remain at what it waB worth 
ten, fifteen or twenty yeari ago, when 
thousands of square miles of virgin Boil had 
beeu opened up by the two governments of 
the United States and Canada and given to 
tho settler fiee and. ready for tillage ? When 
wo see that in North America 500,000 acres 
of land every year have been added to the 
area of cultivated agricultural soil, bow can 
it bo supposod that the condition of the 
fanner as regards tho prices of his products, 
and the value even of his farm, would re- 
main as it was in years gone by. 

OUR UOPEFUX OUTLOOK. 

But there are conditions and signs in this 
country moro hopeful for tho farmer than 
pel haps in the United States. Thoso con- 
ditions arise from his adaptation to a now 
system of agriculture, and that change has 
made itself widely observed in tho Kiatcrn 
States of America, when tho growing of 
products to which the farm was originally 
dovoted then, has beeu ubandoued and 
transferred to tho West and other and moro 
profitable systems carried on in its stead. 
We have in this country, too, more hone for 
tho farmer from tho fact that the virgin 
soil of the United States is practically all 
occupied aud under cultivation to-day. No 
moru will great regions of fertile and vir- 
gin soil bo at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment of that couutry ; and in this 
country we shall have tho develop- 
ment of the NorthweBt, increasing 
the farmer's market and increasing tho op- 
portunities he bus of making his property 
valuable, not only us regards agricultural 
produots, but aa regards tho valuo of tho 
land itself, if ho puts it in tho market for 
sale. But who is thero that doea not know 
that tho policy of tho Liberal-Conservative 
Government, as rogurds the principles upon 
which tho tariff is based, is not, as is claim- 
ed by tho Opposition pross, for tho benefit 
of ono class or intended for the purpose of 
taxing ono class for the benefit of another. 
Everybody knows, who will give the subject 
uny thought, that every industry in this 
country which employs workingmen, which 
distributes wages among tho working 
classes, is just as distinctly and directly for 
tho benefit of tho farmers us for tho working 
c1ubso8 themselves.

NOT LA IF- ABIDING. 



Tho course which some of tho City 
Councillors aro pursuing with regard to tho 
surface drains ia a good deal worse than 
absurd. Councillors Styles, Robertson 
Bragg and Baker show very clearly that 
they have no respect for law. If they 
really wanted to havo their own law 
faithfully and honestly curried out, and if 
they doubted tho soundness of the City 
Barristers' opinion, they would havo advo 
oated either applying to soma other lawyers 
for advioo or taking measures to get a 
judicial decision on tho matter in dispute 
But instead of this they propose to get tho 
opinion of a practical residout engineer on 
the advisability of connecting residences 
with the auiface drains. Admitting, for the 
sako of argument, tho opinion of the prac 
tical resident engineer i3 fdvorablo to the 
perversion of the surface drains which they 
advocate, where will they be then 1 The 
practical resident engineer cannot alter the 
law. After ho has given his opinion tho 
luw will ho precisely what it is now, and 
if the Council permits houses to be con 
nccted with the surface drains it will delib 
erately do what it knows to bo unlaw- 
ful. This is a singular position 
for a law-making and a law-enforcinq body 
to place itself in. There is a wise old saying 
that law-makers should not be law breakers, 
but some of the law makers of our City 
Council in the coolest manner poasiblo pro 
1>obo to break the law. Aro those Council 
lora too ignorant nnd too stupid to see tho 
proposition which they make und support in 
its true ligh^. It would appear so. 

"We gather from tho report of Alderman 
Biker's speech on the subject that as far 
us ho is concorned he always intended that 
the surface drains should be used as sewers 
" Tho wise-heads," he is reported to havo 
said, "should have kicked when the by 
l»w was first beforo the people and not 
now." If tho wise-heads, as the worthy 
aldorman calls thorn, had tho remotest sus- 
picion that the City Council intended to 
play them false — to cheat them by asking 
for surface drains when they meant sewers 
they would have kicked, and kicked so 
effectively that the Council would not havo 
obtained a single dollar with which to build 
thoso fraudulently numcd surfaco drains. 
Ia it possible that Alderman Baker's 
colleagues in the Council wero part- 
ies to tho fraud which according 
to that Alderman was perpetrated 
on the ratepayers when tho surface drain by- 
law was submitted to them. What has His 
Worship tho Mayor to say about this 'I Did 
ho join in tho conspiracy to prevail upon 
tho ratepayers to vote for surfaco drains 
when tho intention of the conspirators was 
to uso tho money bo obtained to construct 
aowcrs ? Aldennun Baker's jeer at the 
*' wise-heada " who placod conQdenco in tho 
honesty of tho City Council is pretty much 
of tho same character aB Boss Tweed's bold 
and brutal defiince to the indignant citizens 
of Now York : " What aro you going to do 
about it I"

ALDERMAN IO BLUNDERS. 

Tho City Councillors spent a great do&l of 
time on Monday evening in talking about 
their own blunders. They wero careful to 
bind tho surfuce drain contructor down to 
pay hia hands onco a week, whilo tho oily 
paid him once a month, Tho contractor, it 
appears, found it difficult to comply with 
this vexatious condition of his contract and 
ignored it. Tho City Engineer, as in duty 
bound, roported on tho non-compliance. 
Aldorm&n Baker, instead of insisting upon 
tho contractor living up to his agreement, 
found fault with tho City Knginoor for 
noting the default and reporting on it, 
Aftor some discussion and inconcluBivo talk 
about tho penalty attached to tho non-iullil- 
niont, tho matter was dropped. It is easily 
goon that if it was necessary to inBort the 
itipuUtlon in tho contract it was equally 
necessary to havo it faithfully carried out. 
Was this condition of tho contract inserted 
for ornament or uso 1 

Tho Aldormon themselves Bhould, if pos- 
sible, bo compollcd personally to suffer for 



tho blunder they made in tho matter of lot- 
ting tho Spring Ridgo surfuco drain. In the 
face of tho report of the City Engineer, 
that tho tender of Coughlan fc Mayo was 
the lowest, the City Fathers give tho con- 
tract to H. H. Macdonald & Co. This firm, 
believing that tho Council had aotod legally 
and in good faith, uudortook tho contract, 
and among other arrangements to go on 
with it entered into an agreement with tho 
firm of which Alderman Baker is u member 
for tho delivery of a quantity of bricks. 
They now send in to tho Council a claim for 
damages sustained by tho action of tho 
Council in cancelling the contruot. Tha 
amount is $ - 3:!5. Are tho taxpayers to bo 
compelled to pay this sum 7 Tho blunder 
was ono for which there was not tho shadow 
of an ojecuse. Tho Council hud the City 
Engineer's report bofore them, which con- 
tained tho amount of tho different tenders. 
Yet, with their eyes open, tho majority 
of tho Council, refused to givo the contract 
to tho lowest tenderer. Tho bluudor could 
not have been tho result of stupidity or 
ignorance They must havo known that 
they wero not giving tho contract to tho 
man who had made the lowest offer. Under 
such circumstances is it right that tho tax- 
payers should be forced to make good tho 
loss which H. H. Macdonald & Co. may 
have sustained ! 

Not long ago the City Council, in their 
wisdom and disinterestedness, saw fit to 
pass a resolution to provent the uso in civic 
contracts of materiul in the manufacture of 
which Chinese labor had been employed. 
Tho Councillors passed tho resolution with 
their eyes open. They must havo known, 
or thoy ought to have known, exactly what 
it meant and whut would ho the conse- 
quenco of putting it in force. Yet, on 
Monday night, tho Council had to admit 
that it was a blunder to pass such a resolu- 
tion. Alderman Robertson was frank 
enough to say that ho thought tho resolu- 
tion a foolish ono. Alderman Baker thought 
it bettor to uso Chineso bricks than import- 
ed ones, but ho somewhat inconsistently 
refused to voto to rescind the resolution, 
which Alderman Robortsou had denounced 
as "foolish." Alderman Bragg was con- 
sistent and defended tho "foolish" reso- 
lution. Tho upshot of tho discus- 
sion was as " foolish " as the reso- 
lution which it was proposed to rescind. 
The Councillors could not screw up their 
courage to make tho foolish resolution null 
and void, hut they had pluck enough to 
suspend its operation for ninety days. If 
tho obnoxious resolution is fooliah, and if it 
is "impracticable," why did not tho Coun- 
cillors havo the moral courage and tho man- 
liness to correct tho mistako thoy had made 
in passing it, instead of shirking a plain 
duty which other Councillors will have one 
day to perform? It ia very evident that 
when there is a blunder to bo committed 
somo of the Aldermen aro bold enough, but 
when a wrong is to be righted thoy are 
evidently afraid to tako a single step in tho 
right direction. 

SIR JOHN THOMPSON'S SPEECH. 

We publish to day the full text of the 
speech delivered by Sir John Thompson at 
Montreal as it is reported in tho Gazotto of 
that city. We look upon it us a model poli- 
tical speech. It is a full and frank discus- 
sion of tho public questions in which tho 
people of Canada from Vancouver Island to 
Cape Breton are interested. Tho leader of 
the Conservative party does not appeal to 
any one's prejudices. Ho does not Bay a 
bitter word from the beginning to tho end 
of hia apeech of any political opponent. Ho 
loaves the minds of hia hearors and readers 
quite freo to judge his statements and his 
arguments on their merits. His stylo, too, is 
remarkably clear and his reasoning, though 
forcible, is exceedingly simple and oasily 
followed. Very few speeches have been de- 
livered in Canada so well calculated to 
please and instruct men of all degrees of in- 
telligence and of every shado of public 
opinion. Tho speech is of such a nature 
that it can be read with almost it not alto- 
gether as much pleasure by an intelligent 
Liberal as by an ardent Conservative. Its 
perusal must be to every admirer of pure 
Knglish and clear reasoning, no matter what 
his politics may bo, an intellectual treat. 

Sir John Thompson's Montreal speech 
cannot but mako a deep impression on tho 
public mind. Hia exposition of tho Con- 
servative policy ia so full and frank and un- 
reserved that it must bo acceptable to every 
member of tho Conservative party, whether 
he approves of that policy or not. It cun- 
not bo said that on any of tho questions bo- 
foro tho country ho has not told tho peoplo 
in the plainest terms what hia Government 
intends to do und how f.\r it proposes to go. 
We can easily believe that aomo politicians 
may consider that ho has been too open, 
and that he has taken tho people too closely 
into his confidence. That ia not our opin- 
ion. Wo beliovo that tho Conservative 
leader has boon wiso in being so outspoken. 
Ho has left his wholo polioy open for tho 
freest dhcussion, and wo aro convincod that 
it will hear well tho ordoal of such diBouasion. 

Thoso who aro not ablo to controvert his 
arguments and to impugn his statements 
may try to discrodit his apeech by say- 
ing it is " plausible," nnd that it is 
wanting in " honesty." This is a very 
easy wuy of croating a prcjudico against a 
speaker whom a dishoneBt opponent is un- 
able to answer. This, wo see, ia the course 
pursued by tho Times of this city, with re- 
gard to what Sir John Thompson said about 
the Bearing Sea Atbitration Award. Noth- 
ing could ba clearer thau the explanation 
which ho mudo, and it was, us is well known, 
the simple truth from tho first word to' tho 
lust, Yet tho Times assorts that it was 
" pluusiblo and wanting in honesty " booauso 
Sir John did not tell his hearers that " tho 
Amoricans aro at liberty to kill tho wholo 
herd on the Islands and in tho territorial 
waters in ono year, ' If Sir John had mudo 



such a statement o.s this ho would not have 
beon plausiblo and ho would not have been 
honest. Tho Time? well knows that Amer- 
ican citizens, in tho waters over which tho 
arbitrators had power to adjudicate, 
havo been placed on exactly tho same 
footing as British subjects. And our 
contemporary also knows that only a few 
Americans, specially liccnoad by tho United 
States, have power to kill a limited numbor 
of seals on tho Beal islands. What Sir John 
Thompson said was truo to tho letter of the 
wholo area over which tho arbitrators' 
powor of adjudication extended. It is more 
thun probable that Sir John Thompson re- 
grets that tho arbitrators wero not invested 
with tho power of preserving tho seals on 
tho land as well as in the aea, but it is dia- 
ingenous in tho extreme to attempt to hold 
him and his fellow-arbitrators respouBiblo 
for what, even if tho Amorican Government 
was base enough and foolish enough to at- 
tempt, they had no power to prevent.

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THE PREMIER SPEAKS. 

Continued from Third I'atjc. 



T1IK QI7E8TION OF TARIFF REVISION. 
Now, gentlemen, I huvo told you that wo 
have admitted at the outset that the tariff 
requires changes, and that investigations 
are going forward towards that end. The 
public workH of this country have been, 
perhaps lavislily, certainly liberally, dealt 
with in the past, and in the immediate 
future there would bo no great demand for 
tho increasing of public indebtedness by 
tho extension of those public works to any 
very largo degree. Under thoso circum- 
stances wo have concluded that the timo has 
come when the tariff may profitably be re- 
vised even to the extent of a reduction of 
it. I shall endeavor to show that tho prin- 
ciples upon which it is founded, and to 
which I will refer in a moment, are prin- 
ciples which will bo extendod for the benefit 
not only of tho manufacturer and of the 
workiDg classes, but of the farmer himself 
in an equal degree. Let mo tell you that 
tho principles upon which we propose to 
revise the tariff are very different 
from thoso which the Opposition lay 
down. They have declured as their 
cardinal principle that every veBtigo of 
protection must como out of tho tariff. Wo 
declare it to bo our policy— whether it te 
popular or unpopular, and wo feel it would 
be an injury to Canada if we deserted that 
policy — wo declare that every effort will be 
made which can proporly bo made by a 
tariff, to provido a homo market for our 
people. But abovo all things, it shall bo 
our policy to write it upon our tariff, to 
writo it upon every place tho hind of tho 
Government can reuch, that the industries 
of Canada, whether manufacturing, mining 
fishing or farming, are never to be at tho 
dicUtion of a foreign country. (Loud 
cheers.) We have seen it stated in the 
Bpeech delivered by the Opposition leaders 
in tho town of Newmarket tho other day 
that if any man, an American or anyone 
else, camo along and wanted to Bell you a 
dollar's worth of goods for lifty cents, the 
Governmont should not bo allowed to pro- 
vent him doing it. We have no objection to 
those gontlemen being allowed to bring in 
their dollar's worth of goods and sell them 
to you for fifty cents, but wo intend to take 
good care that when they have driven the 
workingmen from our soil into their own 
country, they shall not come back and 
oblige you to pay one dollar and fifty cents 
for one dollar's worth of goods. (Cheers. ) 

THE ISSUE IS PLAIN, 

I think a pretty plain issue is drawn bo 
tween us, and that issue is that tho feature 
of protection shall remain in tho tariff bo 
long as we can keep it there. Then we do 
not propose to agree to tho Opposition pro 
gramme of adopting a tariff for revenue 
only. They tried that for five 
years in this country, a tariff for 
revenue only, and many of you, doubtless, 
remember that those were Bad years for 
Canada. One thing is quite clear, that the 
tariff for revenue did not raise the revenue 
(laughter), and that, on an average, the then 
Government had an annual deficit of two 
millions of dollars. Another thing is quite 
certain, that the tariff for revenue did not 
take down the public debt, because they in 
creased the public debt at tho rate of $3,- 
000,000 per annum, while in all tho period 
of tho Liberal-Conservativo Government 
sinco, extending over fifteen years, the in 
crease of the national debt has been only 
about $0,250,000, and out of that wo have 
constructed the finest public works that any 
country with our population possesses. Out 
of that sum the Canadian Pacific railway 
has been constructed, receiving somethiug 
like SGO,000,000 as subsidies, other railways 
have been constructed in every direction, 
the canals have been deepened and extend- 
ed, the Government railways in the Lower 
Provinces have been carried forward and 
every kind of public woik has been given to 
this country to make a complete equipment 
tor a growing and rapidly developing nation. 
We do not intend to go buck to their policy 
of tariff for revenue only, because wo know 
that while it did not raise revenue, und 
while it increased the public debt for the 
few public works they were obliged to con- 
struct, the people were leaving this country 
in greater numbers than ever since und were 
in a moro hopeless condition than I trust 
we shall ever see Canadian workingmen oc- 
cupy again. (Cheers.) 

UD3ULTS 01' CONSERVATIVE RULE. 

While our policy has not achieved every- 
thing that could be desired or everything 
hoped for, it haB at least increased the com- 
merce of tho country by something like 
S'28,000,000 annually against a falling off of 
S-JO.OOO.OUO annually under a tariff for revc- 
nuo only. We had seen hundreds of thou- 
sands of workingmen added to tho pay roll 
of our industries, and wo do not intend to 
go back to a tariff for revenue only by which 
those names would be struck from the rolls 
and the condition of our "."crkirg people re- 
duced to the condition occupied a, little 
while ago by laborers in the United States. 
I may bo told with respect to these refer- 
ences to tho United States that we are not 
OUC of tho woods yot, It niay be so. I will 
tell you this, that if wo had our opponents' 
continental free trade, if we had their sys- 
tem for revenue only, if we had their com- 
mercial union and their unrestricted recip- 
rocity, you and I would not live to see tho 
day when Canada would ho out of the 
woods. We know there were times of de- 
pression in the United States in years gone 
past, perhaps almost as great as thoso which 
have recently visited that country, and we 
know that instantly almost their evil effects 
were felt in Canada, and long after they 
had passed away in tho United States their 
evil effects remained with us. You can look 
abroad over Canada tO'duy and you will not 
Bee thoso evil ellects yot. Providence may 
spare us a oharo of the trials which tho 
great Republic has guno through with re- 
spect to tnefia matters, but, at all events, 
wo have tho satisfaction of knowing that 
our country is better built up as regirdu its 
commercial and industrial enterprises, is 
more independent, moro self-reliant, more 
able to go along in times of commercial dis- 
tress in the United States than it, ever was 
before, and ii| 

BETTER ATCLB to FACE THE STORM, 
if the storm should come. (Loud cheers). I 
want to ask your attention ladies and gentle- 
men, or.ee again, and but for a moment or 
two, to tho position which the Opposition 
has taken on this question of the tariff. 
While, as 1 have said, they have charged to 
the Government and chargad to the turiff 
everything which is disadvantageous to this 
country, everything which can be com- 
plained of, they have failed to point out 
how, from any reasonable consideration of 
tho subject, tho condition is duo to tho 
policy of tho Governmont, and how any 
Other policy than tho one wo have pursued 
would not have been attended with an in- 
crease instead of a decreaso of ovils. But, 
ladies and gentlemen, road their speeches 
and aide yeursolves and your neighbors, 
when you have read them, what it ia they 
prop' 11 " 1 to do with respect to tho tariff 
ami with respect to tho trado policy gener- 
ally to Ouro thoso evils. What measure is 
it l.li«y propose to take! Why, their answer 
|| QOflUmcd in a few wordB, When thoy 
mo oliftllotlgod to tell us what kind of tariff 
Ul«y will mttko, how they propose to largely 
ftdttOO tho expenditure of tho couutry and 



still provide tho necessary means for its 
government, they tell us this: Lot us as- 
sumo office and we will Bhow you what wo 
will do after we get in. (Laughtor.) That 
is their whole story and their whole policy. 

THE MANITOBA SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Now let me piss from tho quostiou of tho 
tariff, interesting as it is, for I cannot sit 
down without referring to a contrast pre- 

nted between the Opposition and ourselves 
with respect to a question which interests 
a largo number of tho people in this couu- 
try. I refer to tho question of the Mani- 
toba Bchools. My opponents have challeng- 
ed mo to Bpenk openly and plainly hero 
to-night, and I intend to do bo. I have no 
doubt when I have finished that some of 
them will say 1 havo spoken vaguely after 
all, although I shall have told you every- 
thing that is in the story. Thore are people 
who think, no matter how frankly one 
speaks on a question, something is hidden, 
and one has some dark design. Timo and 
again I havo been accused with respect to 
tins question of pundering to Catholic inter- 
ests. Timo and again in another province I 
havo been aceusod of entering into a leuguo 
with tho Roman Catholic hierarchy for the 
purpose of subverting tho constitutional 
rights of a proviuco of this Dominion ; and 
when our time came to speak in Parliament 
last ses-sion wo stated the whole case, wo 
brought all tho documents down and still 
our opponents claimed that the Houso should 
ceuBtire us, and they have never to this hour 
been able to tell the reason why. 

M K. TASTE ANSWERED. 

True, there was a Buspicion in tho great 
mind of Mr. Tarte that I had entered into 
a league with His Grace tho Archbishop of 
St. Boniface, that I had promised His Grace 
that if a decision of tho Judiciul committee 
of tho Privy council went against his 
people in Manitoba, I would manage, in 
some way, to subvert that decision, and ob- 
tain remedial measures from our own Par- 
liament. I denied that on the Moor of Par- 
liament j but I did not satisfy Mr. Tarte. 
(Laughter.) Mr. Tarte went to tho Liberal 
convention, ropeated tho story, and de 
clared ho was able to prove it ; and beforo 
many weeks were over he had not only my 
solemn denial, made on tho Moor of Parlia- 
ment, that any compact had been made 
with anybody on this subject, but he had 
tho solemn assertion in writing of the ven 
orable Archbishop himself, declaring that, 
however untruo it might be, however much 
I might regard it as a calumny, as regards 
himself it was a disgraceful calumny of the 
grossest kind. I beliove that tho people of 
the Dominion of Canada to-day, apart 
from my own denial, will accept tho word 
of that venerable and saintly man in 
preference to that of ton thousand Partes 
So much for the, story that I had an intrigue 
by which the decision of the Judiciul com 
mittee was to bo subverted and put aside 
But, then, the people of Ontario have been 
told by another great public man that I 
am resorting to some trick and devico for 
the purpose of sotting aside the decision of 
tho Judicial committeo of tho Privy Coun- 
cil. I will tell yoq, ladieB and gentlemen 

THE FACTS ,QE THE CASE 

and you will find they lay in very small 
compass. The province of Manitoba has 
two statutes by which separate school edu 
cation in that province was abolished. Tho 
Koman Catholic minority took this ground 
They said : While it is true that every 
province of Canoda has tho right to make 
its own laws in regard to education, it cm 
not take away a system of separate schools 
which existed before tho province was 
created, and, therefore, thoso statutes tiro 
null and void. Wo said to them that tlmt 
was a question which had to be decided by 
the courts, because it was a question of law 
and it mus'/ eventually go to the courts for 
decision. It was sent to the courts — it was 
taken to the courts, I am willing to admit 
and havo udmittetl on the floor of Parlia- 
ment. At that time it was taken to the 
courts by tho Government for the purpose 
of having that decision settled definitely by 
a judicial tribunal. At that time there was 
no statute by which that question could bo 
tried by any court to which wo could send 
it, and, therefore, wo had to Bay to His 
Grace and tho gentlemen who were support- 
ing him in his trouble that it was necessary 
that one of them should come forward and 
instituto tho suit in his own nume so as to 
havo tho question decided, and we puid the 
expense of tho litigation. 

THE DECISION WAS AGAINST THE MINORITY 

in Manitoba. The decision was that thoso 
two statutes did not take away any rightB 
from tho minority which existed at the lime 
that Provinco was created. So much for 
that decision. It is final, and no man in 
tho Government or out of it can, or should, 
attempt to assail it or Bubvert it by any 
meaua, even if such means were in his 
power. But the minority supporting His 
llrnoe said : Now that these acta have been 
declared by the highest legal authorities to 
be valid and constitutional, we appeal to the 
Governor-in-Council to give us remedial 
legislation, to give us redress against such 
parts of thoso acts as tleprivo us of the 
rights to educate our own children and to 
tax ourselves for the Bupport of educational 
institutions for our children. Under a 
clause of the constitution which says with 
reppect to educational enactments taking 
away the right of tho minority, a right 
which tho minority got after tho union, 
while the act would be constitutional and 
Valid, tho minority would have the right to 
go to the Governor-in-Council for relief. 
What was the position under these circum- 
stances? Tho Provinco of Manitoba is cro- 
ated under tho statute in which that appeal 
is not expressly given. In tho Biitish North 
America Act it is expressly given to every 
other Provinco in Canada, but His Grace, 
on behalf of tho minority, said : Although 
it is not expressly by that act, we, as a Pro- 
vince, as part of tho population ill a Pro- 
vince of a Confederation, are entitled to tho 
benefit of that relief under the British North 
America Act. The Provincial Government 
denied that position, antl said that with re- 
spect to that subject the British North 
America Act did not apply. Thero were 
various minor features of tho question which 
I need not trouble you with, 

THESE ARE THE LEAWNQ POINTS: 
We said to His Grace, under thoso cir- 
cumstances it is a difficult and doubtful 
question of lav/, and wo must again nsk tho 
courts to decide tho new question which 
bus been raised by that appeal. If wo had 
been disponed and had undertaken to pass 
remedial orders in compliance with His 
Grace's appeul, and it turned out that 
wo had no power to puss such orders and 
that His Grace had no right to insert such 
an appeal, they would have been absolutely 
worthless. Then wo would have been 
hounded out of oflico for having undertaken 
to interfere without tho authority of tho law, 
with the rights of a province, for tho pur- 
pose of cultivating tho vote of the religious 
minority in that province. His Grace and 
those for whom ho acted, were wise enough 
to sco that, under thoso circumstances, tho 
only safe way to proceed was to got an 
authoritative decision on tho question, 
whether an appeal under thoso circumstan- 
ces would lie against thoso two statutes, 
And that is tho question which is now be- 
foro the courts. While it is before tho 
courtB I do not and cannot blaino any man 
for declining, us did tho leader of tho Oppo- 
sition iu convention tho other day, to ex-

press an opinion as to what ho would do if 
tho decision were one way or another, be- 
cause no man can tell, uutil that decision is 
pronounced, what rights it will establish or 
deny with regard to the minority and what 
rights or powers it will establish or nega- 
tive with regard to tho Governor-in-eouncll 
or tho federal authorities. 

BUT I DO BLAME MR, LAURIER 

for this, that for the pnrposoof appealing to 
passions in this country, for tho purpose of 
making it appear to ono class of the people 
that he is in favor of interfering in behalf of 
the minority, and of making it uppeur to 
another cIubs that he was never going to in- 
terfere for tho minority — that he, under 
tho circumstances, supported the voto of 
censure in tho Houso of Commons and de- 
clared that wo had been guided by arrant 
cowardice, and he used tho word with us 
much repetition as children do at play when 
they get angry with one uiiothcr. But al- 
though it was cowardice, ho said, for us not 
to express an opinion until the decision was 
given, he had no opinion to express himself, 
except one, which was absolutely worthless 
as un opinion on the question at all. I do 
not blame him for declining to commit him- 
self, but having undertaken the rolo of 
critic and declared that we should be cen- 
sured, he was bound by duty to his party 
and to the public, to declare what his policy 
was and why it wub wo were liable to cen- 
sure. Instead of doing this, when he came 
to face the question in convention, he re- 
fused to say anything about it on the plat- 
form on the plea that the case was before 
the courts. Tho only opinion ho would ex- 
press about it waj that the Government 
were cowards— cowards, cowards all the 
time. 

II IS LIPS WERE NOT SEALED. 

It is a remarkable circumstance that on 
tho day of that convention, when he thus 
spoke and was 80 eager to run for shelter to 
the litigation, tho litigation had not begun. 
The case had not been sent to the courts, 
and, therefore, his lips were not Beuled and 
he might have told the convention all his 
heart about it. He restrained himself, 
however, on the ground that tho Govern- 
ment had decided to Bend tho case to the 
courts. Well, bo they hud when the session 
was on, und yet he supported a vote of 
cenBUre upon us for not having then .-aid or 
done something which he did not do him- 
self and did not propose to do. Now, the 
only utterance which the leader of the Op- 
position has given as to what his policy 
would be upon this question is simply this. 
He says that it has been alleged by His 
Grace the Archbishop and tho Catholic 
minority that tho public schools are really 
Protestant schools, and if bo he says — and, 
of course, everybody ugrees with tho senti- 
ment — that it would bo an. outrage thut 
Catholic children should bo obliged fo at- 
tend them and that Catholic parents shou'd 
be taxed for their support. Ho promised 
to inquire into that and givo redress. Well, 
in the first pluce, he would require to know 
whether he had the power to givo redress 
or not, and if he put his fingers on uuy 
school, Protestant or Catholic, as a member 
of the Federal Government, and then found 
he had not the power to do bo, he would not 
only be ordered by the courts of the country 
to take hio fingers off, but ho would find 
that he hud meddled to tho great disad- 
vantage of tho educational interests cf the 
province, as well as of its legislative rights. 
In the first place, no matter how great an 
outrage may be alleged to exist with regard 
to education in that or any other province, 
before the Federal Government should be 
usketl to interfere, it should be made pretty 
clear by the highest authority that they 
have the power and the consequent duty to 
interfere. 

WE THEREFORE .MEET MR. LAURIER 

by saying, even if these were such schools 
as you describe, you would have no right to 
touch them without having the power and 
the consequent duty to interfere laid down 
by tho highest authority in the country. 
But Mr. L uirier's statement that ho would 
interfere if he found these to be Protestant 
schools, is a proposition open at both ends 
and which anyone can Bee through. What 
is a Protestant school mukes all the differ- 
ence in the world according to tho light of 
him, who looks at it. His Grace iu of the 
opinion that these are necessarily Protestant 
schools, although public schools, because 
they simply go forwaril iu continuation of 
tho Protestant Heparato school system, 
which was in vogue in tho province before 
the objectionable acts wero passed ; anel in 
tho mind of another who would inquire as 
to whether Protestant instruction was given 
in these schools or not, tho greatest differ 
encc might prevail. It iB a difference which 
theologians would struggle pretty hard over, 
and which politicians never would settle till 
the end of timo. (Laughter,') So, no one 
need be deluded by Mr. Luirier pointing 
them to a Will o' the Wisp like that. It is 
not a question what tiro tho schools to do 
Wo have no power to interfere in a pro 
viuce from timo to timo, as the schools bo 
come oppressive, ure conducted on unjiisi 
principles, and interfere with the religiouE 
principles of the parents and children. Wo 
havo no power to interfere, from lime to 
time, to regulato matters of that kind. Once 
for all wo havo to decide, if tho public 
function is imposed upon us by the courts, 
not what tho schools aro, but what the citi- 
zens of tho provinco make them ; and, 
therefore, if tho statutes of Manitoba do 
not make tho tchools of that province Pro- 
tc&tunt BChbois, and do not justify the pub- 
lic schools of that province bring mudo Pro- 
tcBtuiit Bchools, tho Federal Government

would hnvQ no power to interfere if any 
contravention of the law there was made to 
tho oppression of the minority. 

TEE REMEDY IS WITHIN THE PROVINCE 

itself, before tho tribunals of tho country 
for a grievance like that. The utmost that 
can be or in said in the appeal that, is made 
to-day is that tho two statutes objected to 
arc oppressive to the minority in the cstab 
lishmenb of schools of that character. Tho 
law. has justified their establishment to tho 
injury of tho minority, and, therofore, 
remedy ought to bo given, not against tlio 
schools aa they exist now, or may exist six 
months or a year hence, but against the 
schools aa they are constituted or may bo 
constituted by virtue ot thoso two Btatutea, 
and thoso two statutes alone. With regurd 
to what has been said in tho other province, 
about this being simply an attempt to got 
round tho decision of tho judicial committee 
of the Privy Council l>y bad faith, that is 
altogether an injurious and erroneous state- 
ment. Tho redress which may bo claimed 
by His Grace and tho minority is a redress 
which may bo far short of the nullification 
of the Manitoba statutes, and ha who 
assumes that the courts are going to doaide 
that wo can and intend to nullify those acts, 
acts upon an assumption altngother orronc- 
oua, and tho only object oan bo to excite 
prejudice for tho purpose of makiagit appear 
that there is some intiiguo on our part, 
Everything which has passed tho lips of a 
minister to a preluto or anybody else is in- 
voked ; but I can say that every man who 
has had tho least communication with us on 
the subject is as free to publish it to-day on 
the walls of every town in Canada aa he is 
to publish hia opinions on any other subject, 
Let me finally say that 

THE C'.\SE IS INSCKlliBD FOR AROUHKiST 

and will probably bu argued before the 
Supreme court of Canada next month. Tho 
position of the leader of the Opposition is 
taken on the assumption that this is to bo a 
very simple decision and Mr. Dilton Mc- 
Carthy has told his people in the West that 
the only (juration is - Have wo power to in- 
terfcro? When ho has timo to read tho 
caso he will lind that wo have submitted 
othor questions which will largely guide 
and control the action which may be finally 
taken upon His Grace's appeal. We bavo 
asked the courts to decide whether the con- 
dition that existed in Manitoba constitutes 
a right against tho taking away of which 
tho minority have a right to insert this 
appeal. We havo asked them to decide 
whether tho rights of tho minority have 
been injuriously affected by these two 
statutes, and to decide aa well the question 
of tho power of the executive to entertain 
tho appeal to give reliof. Until the court's 
decision lias been pronounced, it is impos- 
sible for uny living man to say what policy 
is to be luid down, because no man knows 
what right ia to be defined aa possessed by 
the minority, and what powers, if any, will 
be defined us possessed by tho minority, 
and what powers, if any, will bo defined as 
possessed by the executive of the Dominion. 
I have told you tho whole caso, there ia 
absolutely nothing kept in reserve, aud tho 
man who should undertuko to prophesy aa 
to what the decision would bo, the man who 
would undertake to formulate a policy in 
advance of that decision would be a fool ; 
and Mr. Laurier ia worthy of condemnation 
not for having refused to declaro hia policy 
on the subject, but for having, in tho first 
place, condemned ua for not having done so ; 
and, in the second place, if he found ua 
worthy of censure for not having done so, 
for at least not having attempted to do ao 
himself. 

THE PBEMIEr's CLOSINT. ADVICE. 

Now, ladiea and gentlemen, there are 
other questioos on which I ahould liko to 
address you, but I am most anxious that 
you ahould hear my colleagues, and I shall 
have other opportunities of addressing you 
on the subjects which remain. Let mo say 
to you with, reapect to what I conceive to 
be the duty of the hour for every man who 
loves Canada, and especially for you, my 
friends of these Liberal-Conservative asso- 
ciations, that have presented me with these 
addresses, is to see that the right cause in 
politics is not argued down by smooth 
words, by plausible phrases, and by agi- 
tating the grievances of the different classes 
in this country, by setting class against 
class, endeavoring to make tho farmer be- 
lievo he is taxed for the benefit of tho work- 
ingman, making the workingman believe 
that he is taxed for tho benefit of the manu- 
facturer, agitating griovancsa of classes to 
overthrow a policy which has done for 
Canada such great things in the past, but 
which requires the perseverance and stead- 
■fastness which friends of a liko policy have 
shown in other countries to mako Canada 
what she ou|ht to become, It was not 
alter fifteen years' trial that the great in- 
dustrial institution of the United States 
were established. It was after thirty years 
of protection, and it was when the tariff 
had grown to three times tho height of tho 
Canadian tariff that the cry of tariff reform, 
which the Reformers in this country aro re- 
peating with parrot exactitude, was raised, 
und carried liko a whirlwind through thut 
country. It was not till after 200 years of 
the most, rigid jirotection that England was 
able to throw clown her barriers und chal- 
lenge CfJiiijietilion with the world. (Cheers.) 
And in this country, the party which is 
constantly accusing us of going to Washing- 
ton for our policy and for our battle cry, 
haa abandoned all the old battle crie3 of past 
days, and has sought a uew policy, 
and even tho cry itself, turiff re- 
form. Let us not be led away by 
phrases liko that, bicauso I tell you that so 
far aa regards the actual reform of tho tariff 
on the principle of the Liberal Conservative 
parly, the principle of maintaining euch a 
modicum of protection that foreign manu- 
facturers and foreign traders shall not bo 
ablo to overpower the industries of this 
country and hold them within their gr&sp. 

WE WEEK P1EDOED TO THAT REFORM 

before tho Opposition bogan to utter that 
cry. But aa regards standing by a policy oi 
that description, it is our duty not simply 
to stand in harness, to stand in line, but it 
ia our duty to move forward and to eeo that 
tho principlca which are now assailed, ub 
they were assailed in 1878, in ISS'J, in 1887 
and in IS!) 1, and will bo assailed tho next 
timo the electoral buttle takes place, are up- 
held. (Loud cheers.) Our opponents are 
aided by all sorts of ullios and by all aorta of 
•cries. Tho cry of annexation was rung 
through this country as loudly db was pos- 
sible by the wrotched, feeblo voices of tho 
miserable creatures who raised it. They 
have dropped that cry. They have closed 
their littlo "tu penny ha'penny" office in 
Toronto, and aomo of them havo gone to the 
other half of tho continent, for which they 
havo such a profound nfleotioii, hut in which 
thoy will find tho people havo a profound 
contempt for renegade Canadians liko them. 
(Loud cheere.) 

THE VALUE OF BRITISH CONNECTION. 

Others arc preaching to your countryman 
in the United States and also to our 
countrymen at homo tho doctrino by which 
they think to veil annexation, the doc- 
trine of tho independence of Canada, Turn 
your memories back for tho last two months 
and you will find when it waB a Btrugglo for 
tho rights of five millions of people ogainBt 



Bixty millions, it was not by chattering 
annexation and independence that Canadu 
had her rights assured and maintained in 
tho face of the nations. { Renewed cheers). 
It was becauaeJGreat Britain Baid there is no 
humble fisherman sailing upon tho Atlantic 
or Pacific around whose barquo the majesty 
of England does not give ampls protection, 
It was becauBO not only did Gieat Britain 
take up our case, but sho said that in the 
council of tho nut ions there should be u 
Canadian minister, having an equal voico in 
its deliberations; it was because the Queen 
of England said, when my Government op 
peara at the bar of thut tribunal seeking 
justice and upholding tho rights of 
Canadian fishermen it Bhall bo represented 
by unothor Canadian minister ; it was 
because Her Majesty said, when tho voice 
of justice ia raised beforo the tribunal 
and when tho Interests of my Can 
adian subjects are being pleaded, the 
voice of tho eloquent und ublo Canadian 
counsel ahull bo Heard, along with the voico 
of the Attorney-General and tho cx-AUor 
noy-Generul of England. Tho nrt of oui 
adversaries was to divide us from Great 
Britain, to persuade everybody that the 
interests of Great Britain und Canada were 
different and distinct. Tho plan was to 
mako it appear that thero was no complaint 
againat Great Britain, but that this unruly 
child, Canada, must bo chastened and re- 
strained. In vain. Tho counsel of Great 
Britain joined their voices with yours at 
that bur, and declared that whatever 
touched tho interests of Canada touched 
tho interests ot tho (Juoeu herself.

but wo have it every dny of our 
tho people, therefore, who are at- 
tempting to deceive you with tho story 
of independence are just as renegade to 
ery interest in this country, to every 
Canadian interest as is the annexationist 
himself. (Loud cheers. ) I do not refer of 
course to those when Bpeaking of the dis- 
tant future of this country, when it may 
pleaso Piovidence to bestow on ua a great 
and powerful population, which Great Bri- 
tain would no longer he able to govern, and 
which might possess interests so diverse 
und distinct us to require complete self-gov- 
ernment. I do not of course refer to thoso 
who, foreseeing that a time may come when 
it would be tho desire of England that sho 
should part from ua, look forward to Canada 
standing alono na a great nation of cho earth. 
That is a worthy aspiration for those who 
may como uf terns, many long years hence, 
to contemplate; but those who speak of in- 
dependence ia the present atute of Canada, 
or in any condition in which eho ia likely to 
ba within tho time of you or your children, 
aro not tulking independence from the 
heart, hut thoy ure talking it with the lips 
and with black treason in their hearts to 
every true Canadian interest to which we 
should stand firm, 

MONTREAL WILL BE TRUE. 

It is our intention to present before the 
people, in different parta of the country, the 
policy which I havo endeavored to present 
to-night, and if tho great city of Montreal 
shall givo to the Libera'.- Conservative party 
in tho future, to the principles it advocates, 
tho noble support it bus given in tho past, 
it will never rcgretit whim itgivea ita almoBt 
unanimous voice in tho district of Montreal 
for government on sound principles, which 
will establish Canadian interests of every 
other interest on earth.

Terms Agreed Upon— Jurisdiction of 
Various Synods 
Dt'liued. 

(Winnipeg Free Press, Sept. 15 ) 
Tho cause of union has triumphed in 
tho great synod meeting now in progress 
hore. It looked atone time as if the scheme 
would fail, but a report harmonizing all 
views was finally drawn up by tho commit- 
tee, of which tho Bishop of liupert's Land 
ia chairman. At 4 p.m. the bishops, ia 
heir scarlet convocation robes, entered tho 
synod hall, tho chaplain of the Metropolitan 
of Canada bearing the crnzier before him. 
The Bishop of Rupert'B Land read tho sol- 
emn declaration of faith, followed by the 
constitution, which is mainly the basis of 
union of the Winnipeg conference. On hia 
motion, secotided by Dr. Davidson, of Mon- 
treal, the general synod constituted itself 
on tho foregoing basis. Tho union carried 
unanimously amid great applause, and tho 
union of the Anglican church in Canada, 
from ocean to ocean, was consummated. 
The synod roso and sang tho doxology, and 
immediately adjourned till to-day. Bishop 
Machray is but little known in tho East, 
but tho wisdom and ability displayed by 
him in this crisis has created a profound im- 
pression in the synod. 

THE SCHEME OF UNION. 

The object of tho present gathering in To- 
ronto ia to unite the Church of England in 
Canada under one general synod. Up to 
the present time the various sections of the 
Church of England in Canada have acted in- 
dependently of one unother. Tho Province 
of Rupert's Land had no oliicial connection 
with the diocesca of Ontario, Quebec and 
the Maritime Provinces, on the one hand, 
or with British Columbia on tho other, 
though the most cordial relations always ex- 
is'ed among them. The reason of this was 
that the church in the East, in Rupert's 
Land and in British Columbia, was planted 
at different times by various missionary so- 
cieties, and it was only when tho work in 
each ecclesiastical province grew so that it 
touched thut of the province on either side, 
thut union was found necessary. The present 
scheme, under which the first general synod 
iB being held, was formulated at a conference 
ol delegates from all parts of Canada, held 
at Winnipeg three years ago. Tho chief 
provio.ons of tho scheme then drawn up, 
and which the Bishop tf Rupert's Lind 
read over at the opening of the synod, yes- 
terdav, aro : 

1. The general synod shall consist of tho 
bishops of the Church of England in the 
Dominion of Canada mid the diocese of 
Newfoundland and of delegates chosen from 
the clergy and laity. 

Tho delegates a li a 11 be chosen by tho sev- 
eral diocesan synodB uccording to audi rules 
as may bo ado-pled, or, in a dioceao which 
has no synodical orgauiy, itioi., may bo ap- 
pointed by the bishop. 

In the first general synod the representa- 
tion shall bo as follows -. Diocese having 
fewer than 25 licensed clergymen, one dele- 
gate from each order ; dioceses having 25 
and fewer than 50 licensed clergymen, two 
of each order ; dioceses having 60 aud fewer 
than 10(1, three of each order ; dioceses hav- 
ing 100 licensed clergymen und upwards, 
four of each order. 

But tho number and proportion of the 
representatives of dioceses may bo changed 
from timo to time by the general synod ; 
provided that every diocese legally formed 
shall have representation. 

'2 The lirst general synod shall bo con- 
vened by tho metropolitan or acting metro- 
politan senior of consecration. 

3. The synod shall consist of two houses; 
tho bishops constituting the upper, and 
the clergy and laity together the lower 
house. The houses shall Bit separately, 
excepting at any timo by tho unanimous 
consent of both houses. 

4, Tho president of tho general synod 
who shall bo atyled the primate, shull bo 
elected by tho house of bishops from among 
tho metropolitans or the bishoops of dio- 
cones not in any ecclesiastical province. 

Tho jurisdiction of various synods is thus 
defined. The function of the general synod 
bhall ho to deal with all matters affecting in 
uny way tho general interests and well be- 
ing of tho church within its jurisdiction, 
provided that no canons or resolutions of a 
coercive character, or involving penalties or 
disabilities, shall be operative in this ec- 
clesiastical province until accepted by the 
provincial synod. Tho function of the 
provincial Bynod shall bo to deal with ijues- 
tioiiB of common interest to the whole prov- 
ince. Tho lunetion of tho diocesan synod 
shall bo to manage thn affairs of its own 
diocoso. This movement will bring tho 
Church of Bogl&nd in lino with all the 
othor large Protestant denominations in 
Canada which havo been acting under a 
general synod, assembly or conforenco for 
soma years.

Guens, Sept. 19.— Tho manieuvres of tho 
Austrian army began yesterday in tho pre- 
sence of a most brilliant gathering of 
notable personngos. Tho mooting ia an 
especially important one, and will be con- 
ducted on a more extensivo scale than tho 
recent great assemblage of Gertnun troops 
at Met/., which was given oxtra significance 
by the prescuco of tho Italian Crown Brinco 
aa tho special guest of Emperor William. 
The principal figures on tho field, tho Em- 
perors of Austria and Germany, tho Duke 
of Connaught and tho King of Saxony, 
watched the movements of tho troops with 
the greatest interest. The town of Guens 
was captured by tho cavalry division ot 
tho southern army, which advanced 
from Styria and met a division of tho north- 
ern army's cavalry, consisting of 4,000 
horses and threo batteries, a few miles south 
ot Guens. Tho northern forco was at first 
successful, but was finally driven back by 
tho infantry forco which accompanied tho 
southern 1 i , ision of cavalry. Twenty 
thousand soldiers of tho southern army ad- 
vanced through Guens in tho afternoon and 
occupied tho villages situated a mile north 
of town. Itii engagement of tho rival 
cavalry forces was intensely exciting. Sev- 
eral serious accidents occurred to cavalry- 
men in tho various charges, and a number 
of officers and men wero thrown from their 
horses and tramp'od upon. 

Fighting began at 7 o'clock this morning. 
Tho third and thirteenth army corps then 
marched out from tho villages of Rabtera- 
dorf, Hannersdorf, and Kloater Harienburg, 
which they occupied ycBterday, to oppose 
the second! Vienna) and the fifth (Pre'ssburg) 
corps, which constitute two-thirds of tho 
Army of the North. Tho attacking party 
of tho Army of tho South was formed 
with tho third corps on tho left and contro 
and thirteenth corps on the right. The 
front of the attacking and defending lines, 
when drawn out in battle array, extended 
over thrco miles, and tho opposing 
force numbered more than 130,000 
men. At 10 o'clock, the Hun- 
garians ond Pressburgers ol the northern 
army were swarming through tho street of 
Pullendorf, a village north of Hunnorsdorf. 
A general in command of tho third army 
corps of tho south ordered tho 87th in- 
fantry (Trieste) and tho 31st regiment of 
sharp shooters (Labach) to advance and 
capture tho villuge. Four thousand Btrong 
they swept acroas tho narrow stretch of in- 
tervening field and charged with fixed 
bayonets down the crooked streets. They 
were received with hot firiDg, but pushed 
ahead amid cheering and wild excitement 
on both sides. They forced the Hungarians 
Btcadily back to tho Pullendorf sentries. 
There a short halt was made by the pursuer 
and a stubborn fight followed. Eventually 
the Hungarians aud Prcssburgcra left the 
two regiments from tho third corpa in pos- 
session of the villugo and its environs. A 
fierce artillery duel had begun meantime 
on tho right of tho attacking 
line between tho second and thirteenth 
corps. It lasted until nearly one o'clock. 
An attack of inf intry followed the silencing 
of several of the 2nd battery at 1:30 o'clock, 
when tho whole second corps was seen in 
full retreat over the hills back of Pullendorf 
Tho victorious army of tho South is camp 
ing to-night on tho captured grounds. The 
weather, this morning, wub cold and hazy, 
Towards ono o'clock it brightened, and from 
two to Bix o'clock was beautifully clear 
The Emperors, King Albert of Saxony, the 
Princess and Archdukes reached the field 
near Pullendorf between seven and eight 
o'clock. The Duke of Connaught watched 
the fight from tho extreme lefo of tho at 
tacking lino. 

Tho two Emperors talked together in 
private for two hours on Monday aftor 
noon. The Hungarian and Austrian min- 
isters, tho ambassadors and tho officials 
from the German foreign office have confer 
n d repeatedly concerning the European 
situation and the pn I icy of tho triplo alii 
unce. So far, t ie Empe'ors have had little 
time to talk together duriug the day. They 
attend the manoeuvre's, edeh selecting his 
own position as witness. Yooterday and to 
day have been full of surprises, and, do 
spite the shortness of the time, remarkable 
results have been accomplished. These 
developments aro regarded by tho militiry 
authorities us prophetic of tho prevailing 
features of tho next war. They say that 
nowadays movements on both sides aro bo 
elaborately prepared with a view to 
rallying all possiblo resources with 
tho utmost rapidity, that the 
decisive result will be reached in much less 
than oven 1S70-1. An engagement of tho 
advanco guards, yesterday, ia one of the 
best instances of tho surprise in question 
Tho umpires had already declared tho 
northern or;ny victorious in tho afternoon, 
when tho enemy made; a sudden flank move- 
ment with dismounted troops, assisted by 
infantry. Tho result wan that tho cavalry 
of tho northern army, including Emperor 
William's own hussars, instead of enjoying 
its new laurels, was forced to retreat in hot 
haste, while the triumphant army of the 
south marched through Guens in keen pur- 
suit. The operations aro regarded as especi- 
ally instructive in showing the ability of 
infantry, armed with rapid firing rides, to 
assist cavalry. Several competent officers 
said, this evening, that infantry armed with 
the Miinnlicher repeaters could support or 
cover cavalry even better than heavy artil- 
lery, as hostile cavalry would not bo able to 
withstand tho infantry fire at short range.

CHOLERA— YELLOW FEVER. 

I'Uo Epidemic Spreading; In Belgium— Busi- 
ness Suspended in Brunswick, 
Georgia. 

BRUSSELS, Sopt. 19. — A choloraio epi- 
demic i;i spreading rapidly in Dampromy 
and Murohionnes au Pont, small towns in 
the Province of Hainault, Since Monday, 
there havo boon forty-ono cases and eight 
deaths. 

HAMBURG, Sept. 19. — Four fresh cases of 
cholera and ono death wero reported by tho 
health officials. The harbor district, which 
suffered most a year ago, is free from the 
epidemic. 

On the advice of Dr. White, of \A ashing- 
ton, and Dr. Nash, New York, the Ham- 
burg-American Steamship Co. have decided 
to dispatch their vessels horoafter from 
Cuxhaveu. Steerage passengers for America 
will bo fivo days under medical control in 
Cuxhaven beforo being allowed to embark. 
Thero ia positive proof that tho cholera 
casea reported in tho last fow days wero 
caused by drinking unfiltered water from 
the Elbe. The cases have boon about evenly 
distributed through tho city. A leakage 
from tho Elbe into tho waterwork was dis- 
covered on Saturtlay and has been stopped. 

Savannah, Sept. 19. — Brunswick reports 
ono new case of yellow fever to-day and ono 
death. There aro ton suspected cases be- 
ing watched. Peoplo are getting out of tho 
«ity as fast as they can. Two banltB havo 
moved to St. Simon's Island. The infection 
is spreading slowly. There is great need of 
assistanco. All business has been stopped. 

Austin, Sept. 19. — Tho Governor to-day 
issued quarantine orders against Brunswick, 
Ga , in consideration of the fact that yellow 
fever bus been pronounced an epidemic at 
that point. Orders havo also been issued to 
the border quarantine Btation to bo especi- 
ally diligent and arrest any suBpccts who 
may try to come into Texas. 

Vienna, Sept. 19.— A man died of cholera 
iu Neukeltendorf, near this city to day. 
His illness was caused by drinking wBter 
from tho Danube. 

BERLIN, Sept. 19.— Tho Imperial health 
office has reports of nino new cases of cholera 
and fivo deaths in tho whole Empire yester- 
day moruiog. To-day ono death haa been 
reported but not ono now case. 

BUDA-PeSTH, Sept. 19. — Ono fresh caso 
of cholera and ono death were reported hero 
yesterday. 

Madrid, Sept. 19 — Tho appearanco of 
cholera in tho Bilboa district has caused a 
panic. All tho rich families, who have 
been passing the last weeks at Bilboa, 
Sebastian and other resorts on the bay of 
Biscay, are leaving for their homes, and 
most of tho largo hotels aro already de- 
serted.

Slocks lu New York, 

New York, Sept. 19. —The stock mar- 
ket ruled extremely dull until a lato hour 
this afternoon and speculations presented 
few features of interest. At intervals the 
board room was almost deserted and so lit- 
tle was done that it. was difficult to estab- 
lish quotations. Tho transactions were 154,- 
514 shares, including 44.000 unlisted stocks. 
Closing bids: Great Northern preferred, 110; 
Central Pacific, 2(1 L ; Canadian Pacifio, 74.};

Yesterday a regular 
simoom swept over the strip, aud some of 
those who returned to-day wero boomers 
who, although they had secured a chance 
for a claim, wero unwilling to endure the 
hardships of tho atrip for tho sako of a piece 
of land. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Itrltli.li association Meeting. 

London, Sept. 19 — The British Associa- 
tion, which has been holding itB regular an- 
nual meeting in Nottingham, has elected 
Lord Salisbury as president, to succeed Sir 
Archibald Geikie. Au invitation for the 
Association to visit Toronto at the earliest 
date was received and favorably dis- 
cussed. A resolution was adopted pledg- 
ing tho Association to entertain the 
invitation, if suitable arrangements can be 
made. It may be pointed out in this con- 
nection that tho only meeting over held 
outside the United Kingdom by tho asso- 
ciation since its organization in 1831 was 
held ut Montreal several years ago. Tho 
next meeting of the association will bo hold 
at Oxford, beginning on August 8,1894, 
and lasting for ono week. 

The "Paper Writing Man. " 

Behi.iv, Sept. 19. —Count von Sodcn has 
resigned the Governorship of Germau East 

Africa. He has long been expected to take 
this step as his administration has been ro- 
garded unfavorably here from the first. He 
was known among tho 10 1st African uativcB 
as tho "Paper writing" man. 

Antl'Sciiiltc Ahlevrnrdl Unsuccessful. 
LEIPStO, Sept. 19.— Tho Court of Appeals, 
sitting here to-day, handed down its decis- 
ion on tho appeal of Rector Ahlowardt, 
tho notorious anti-Semite member of the 
Reichstag, against tho sentence imposed on 
him for libelling tho Hebrew firm of Loowe 
& Co., gunmakers, in charging that the firm 
had supplied tho Government with half a 
million defective rifles. Tho court decided 
that tho appeal was not justified, and there- 
fore rejected it.

Y0M KIPPER. 

The Buy of Atonement Celebrated To-Day by 
tho Hebrew Church. 

Tho day of Atonoment, or Yom Kippur, 
tho most important in the Hebrew calendar 
year, began last night at (3:30 and lasts till 
tho appearing of tho evening star to-night. 
During the interval neither food nor drink 
is supposod to pass the lips of any of tho 
faith. To-day, the Day of Atonement 
proper, tho prayora recited aro divided into 
four parts, each beiim an ullegory of a certain 
atago iu human life. Tho morning prayer, the 
" Sohacharis," literally, "Tho gates are 
open," is an allegory of childhood. Tho 
Schacharia concludes ubout 10:30. Then 
tho holy scrolls containing tho ten com- 
mandments and the law written in tho 
ancient tonguo used beforo the Babylonian 
captivity uro taken from tho ark of the 
covenant and the chapters referring to tho 
Day of Atonement aro read. Next is tho 
momorial service for tho dead 

The sermon specially for tho day having 
been given by tho rabbi, tho scrolls are re- 
placed in tho ark of the covenant mid tho 
"Mussaph," or midday prayer, begins. This 
is allegorical of manhood. The word "mus- 
saph" means midday. This prayer iB read 
and chanted by the choir. It wan during 
this "Mussaph" that the high priest was 
permitted to enter tho holy of holies in Sol- 
omon's templo to offer tho annual sacrifice. 
This was the only occasion of tho year 
whon tho priest was permitted to mention 
tho name of Jevovah, aud at this word tho 
multitude in the outer courts of tho temple 
prostrated themselves upon tho ground, In 
tho "Mussaph" comes tho prayer called tho 
"Sana Toktf," meaning literally, tho "mu- 
tability of life," ono of the most beautiful in 
tho ritual. 

Tho ancient belief is that on this day, the 
Day of Atonement, tho fato of humankind 
is decided. This service and prayer lasls 
until about 4 p.m. and is followed by tho 
" Mincho," or afternoon service, tho third 
portion of tho day's prayer. The allegorical 
application is to advancing aue. Tho 
scrolls aro again taken from tho urk and a 
chaptor r> ad. This portion of tho service 
lasts till 5pm., when the closing prayer, 
called tho " Neelo," is given. This prayer, 
the fourth part of the day's services, ia 
allegorical of tho judgment, the last Blago 
in human experience. 

The sealing schooner Oscar and Hattie, 
Capt. Baker in command, returned to Vic- 
toria at midnight yesterday, in tow of tho 
Mischief, which picked her up in the straits,. 
As usual tho Oscar and Hattio is amongst 
tho high liners, having taken 2,193 Bkins. 
She left tho soaling grounds September 2, 
and had a pleasant voyage home. 
No schooners wero spoken on the way home 
until the Gulf was roaohed, when the 
Theresa, Umbrina and Ocean Belle wore 
heard from. Tho Theresa had only 845 
skins, the Umbrina, Capt. Campbell in 
command, having over 2,400, and the 
Ocean Belle, Capt. Lawronce, over 1,800. 
Tho Ocean Belle would havo been 
towed in by tho Mischief but the hawser 
parted and she will sail in with tho first 
favorablo wind. There was nothing unusual 
to report on any of the schooners.
